By using water instead of the 


dangerous hydrocyanic acid, tin; ram-h- 
ern were nblo to see just, how the, liquid 
is carried underneath the tent.

of success in the citrus growing busi- 
ness, in this and surrounding districts, 
is based upon the yearly fumigation 
of the, orchard, whether the scale in- 
festation is heavy or light. There is not 
another orchard operation that does 
so much actual good to .the tree, nnd 
that goes so far toward insuring a set 
of oranges or lemons as does the prop- 
er fumigation of the orchard.

One of the very first essentials 
of

He is a profea- 


«ional man of the first water, although 
you may fail to recognize him as such. 


He has a large investment in his 


tents and other paraphernalia connect- 
ed therewith. It is a property that de- 
preciates in value over 25 per cent a 
year, and can only be used the equiva- 
lent, of perhaps 75 to 80 full nights 
during the season, covering a period of 
about five months at the outside. 


you have a string of tents 


lined out accross your orchard, it rep- 
resents an actual cash capital outlay 
of anywhere from $1,500 to $5,000 to 
the fitmigator. and yon can be assured 
that the man owning that property will 
make it work every moment that he 
possibly can. He doesn 't want to spend 
three nights in your orchard to do 
one night's work, and he won't unless 
the weather and labor conditions are 
against him, and if he should, it is only 
because he can't give you first-class 
work, without spending this extra time, 
and the grower should bear the incon- 
venience, and commend the fumigator 
in doing his duty. 


It sometimes happens thnt growers 


are unintentionally inconsiderate of tho 
fumigator's property, and carelessly 
roll the tents into damp places and mud 
holes, drive over them urd injure them 
nnd 
other 
fumigating paraphernalia, 


needlessly, becr.usc it is not instantly 
removed upon the completion of that

your conditions, and as nearly as cir- 
cumstances will permit to tho time sot 
by you. 


The largo majority of furnigators arc 


absolutely honest men of considerable 
knowledge gained by years of practical 
experience; withal, very skilful in their 
line of work, which is as yet a com- 


of ashes, result being that when the 
men returned to work the next night, 
they found only the outlines of the 
tent, which cost the owner anywhere 
from $50 to $100, and even though the 
grower stands part of tho loss, the 
fumigator lost nil, or more than, his 
profits would amount to out of that 
particular job. 


GROWER SHOULD HELP. 


Right, here, I wish to say that it pays 


the grower woll to give the fumigator 
any assistance that he .can, or that is 
requested; for;instance, cultivating just 
previous to his coming, and irrigating 
immediately after fumigation, rather 
than just preceding it. 
Make every- 


thing as nice and pleasant as you can. 
Any little courtesies extended to the 


men "are greatly appreciated,-such as a 
kind word—a cup of hot home-made 
coffee in the middle of tne night. These 
things appeal directly to the laboring 
man. and if you have some exceptional- 
ly hard trees to be fumigated—and 
nearly everyone has some, particularly 
about the buildings—the 
men 
will 


cheerfully and carefully perform this 
ertra hard work, and will ask to be 
sent to do j'our fumigating work at a 
future time, rather than say, "Don't 
send me to that man's orchard again." 


ORCHARD MACHINES. 


Something like ten years ago, when 


Mr. Erven Dingle was one of the horti- 
cultural commissioners of Los Angeles 
county, he took up with us the matter 
of improvements that could be made 
in fumigating citrus trees, and how it 
might be possible to improve methods 
of generating, storing 
and 
applying 


hydrocyanic acid gas under the trees 
in a more efficient manner than by the 
so-called 
"pot 
method," universally 


used at that time. 


Different men at different times had 


attempted improvements, but -without 
practical success. It was not until the 
Dingle brothers had studied the ques- 
tion and worked on it for years that 
they were able to perfect the first por- 
table generating 
machine that could 


be put into practical use in the orchard 
and this really was the first big im- 
provement in the fumigation of citrus 
orchards. 


At about this time Prof. Kisenburg 


of Alhambra was developing a machine 
that would manufacture hydrocyanic 
acid gas by an electrolysis process in 
the orchard and deliver same under 
the trees. This machine was complet- 
ed to the point where it actually work- 
ed successfully in an experimental way, 
at the time the professor died. 
The 


expense of the machine and its opera- 
tion was too great to be considered 
commercially until after it could be 
perfected by someone who had plenty 
of money, which he could afford to 
lose in possible experimentation. 


The Dingle machine was followed by 


a much more mechanically, perfected 
portable generating machine made and 
put out by the 
Braun 
corporation, 


which has been quite universally used 
for about three years. 


Three years ago the Dingle brothers 


came to us and stated that they had 
completed their experiments 
to 
the 


point where they could 
manufacture- 


liquid hydrocyanic acid gas, store tho 
same safely, nnd by an apparatus sim- 
ilar to a small spray pump it could bo 
introduced under.the tent covering the 
tree and would immediately change to 
gas and kill the scale, thereby eliminat- 
ing the portable generating machine, 
getting away from the "residue'' that 
was becoming a serious problem to

flated tire but that hot tires are mote 
apt to be injured than cool ones, is the 
contention of tire experts associated 
with the Xorwalk tire factory. 


Tho popular consensus of opinion has 


been that heat causes a marked expan- 
sion but tests made at the Norwalk 
factory contradict this theory. It has 
been learned that expansion will sel- 
dom reach more t u u a five per cent of 
the initial air pressure. In other words 
the tire that is inflated to 00 pounds 
would rise to not mor6 than 03 pounds, 
which would not cause injury. 


It is-is of particular importance, that 


inflation bo kept exactly right during 
hot weather—raoro so than in cool 
weather, declares one expert, because 
,th« slighcst tinderinflation will cause 
an extra generation of heat 
which, 


combined with the heat absorbed from 
| the atmosphere, will produce an excep- 


tionally hot casing. 


Misalignment of the wheels and flat 


or worn spots in the tire will also cause 
an excess of heat in the casings. 


Never guess at tho inflation of a 


tire from its appearance, says' L. J. 
Barber. 
Appearance is sometimes de- 


ceiving. A tire with a tough side wall 
may look perfectly round and solid and 
not have the right inflation. 
As a 


matter of act it may. bo under-inflated 
ten or flften pounds. 
Pressure should 


bo determined at least twice a week 
by ti presure guage.

everyone, 
saving 
nil 
lent 
burning, 


avoiding the breakage of limbs, tear- 
ing nff fruit nnd destroying of ridges 
in the orchards' by the portable gen- 
erating iriachincs, and 
having • .many 


other advantages to the grower mid 
fumigator. 
We were 'Verf Skeptical, 


however, but when asked to .bring-our 
cyanide and have it changed'to'liquid 
gas, use it in any way we HOW fit and 
note tho re.1}tilts, criticize the gas and 
the apparatus used in putting it under 
tho trees, and invited to make sugges- 
tions for us improvement, we wero 
willing to see what they had. 


In compliance with their invitation, 


we took a 22 pound box of cyanide, 
together with the acid, over to the rear 
of the ice plant in A./usa, where thoy 
had established u small, very, crude 
liquid gas plant. 
A trusted employee 


and myself watched carefully the pro- 
cess by which Mr. William Dingle took 
that ease of cyanide and transformed 
it 
ifito a liquid gus—the entire pro- 


cess requiring the1 better purt of two 
days. 
Wo received 13 gallons of tin- 


liquid gas, which was more than had 
been obtained before in his experi- 
ments. There was some water and im- 
purities in this gas. 


DANGERS DEVELOP.'

Investigations by the t'nited States 


department of agriculture and by the 
state experimental stations at Rivet- 
side and Berkeley confirmed our ob- 
servations that the "scale kill" was 
much better in the lower part of the 
trees than in the tops, which it is as 
it should be—and that the pure liquid 
cyanide gas has greater killing power 
than the corresponding amount of. cy- 
anide generated if any other mannsr. 


RIG LOS ANGELES PLANT. 


This season the R & H people have 


put in a plant for the manufacture of 
liquid gas in Lo? Angeles. The Dingle 
brothers have new capital back of them 
nnd have practically rebuilt their plant, 
perfected their appliances anil demon- 
strated beyond all doubt that liquid hy- 
'droeynnic acid gas <!an bo made from 
cyanide obtained from different buses, 
which means a much cheaper gns as 
soon a.« these pla'nts are paid for. Both 
plants arc now putting upon the mar- 
ket 
n product equally good and of 


uniform purity, without any sediment 
that has a tendency to decompose thn 
gas. 


Over ninety-five per c-ent of all fumi- 


gating this season will be done with 
the liquid gns. 


This gas is a cold gas, boiling at 


80 degrees F.. and is very volatile. 
As 


long as it is puie, very little decom- 
position is liable to take place in the 
containers which 
Are heavily tinned 


inside, tin being the metal that best 
withstands the corroding effect of the 
gas. 
This probably will eliminate the 


possibility of the containers blowing 
up ns has been the case in numerous 
instances during the past two seasons. 


No person except the "generator" 


should be permitted to transfer the gas 
from the containers to the pump, as 
lerein lies the greatest danger, and 
hey should be cautioned time and 
iguin as to the deadly effect of this 
;ns, as I notice familiarity with this 
nuterial breeds contempt, 
and 
men 


soon handle it as though it were water. 
The pumps should be handled by ex- 
>ericneed men who can detect instantly 
when they do not work properly anil 
tm>w enough ".mechanics" to correct, 
any trouble that muy arise. 
I con- 


sider the "generator" the most im- 
portant man in a fumigating crew. He 
s in position to see that the tents have 
boon properly pulled to cover trees, 
'kicked in," also properly measured; 
then that they actually receive the. 
allotted amount of gas intended 
for 


them, and that all has been done that 
an bo done to get the best results for 
the orchardist. 


BURNED FRUIT. 


Another problem not easy of solu- 


tion between the grower and the fumi- 
jator is tho matter of injured fruit as 
the result of fumigating the orchard. 
This "burned fruit," so-called, may 
arise from carelessness on the part of 
the fumigator's employees, but it sel- 
dom does. When it occurs, there will 
be no trouble in settling up the claim 
for damaged fruit. 


So long as wo use tho hydrocyanic 


acid gas at the strength recommended 
under the present conditions, the factor 
of safety in its use between the point 
of successfully 
killing scale 
without 


injury to the foliage of the tree and 
the fruit is so very small that a slight 
change in atmospheric conditions, or 
tho physical condition of the tree T! 
such that serious injury frequently oc 
curs before the most experienced fumi 
gator can know of it. 


This injury is one that growers feel 


that tho fumigator should know about 
and be able to prevent, but up to date 
the fumigator has not been able to 
foresee electrical conditions and other 
changes of the weather 
that 
make 


fumigating dangerous. 
Could he do 


>so, he would not take the'chance of 
working his touts during such times. 


On the other hand, it is not udvis 


uble to reduce bis dosage or schedule 
because a satisfactory kill of scale 
might not be obtained. 


In covering trees, the tents will pick 


up particles of earth and in being drawn 
over the tree whenever the threads of 
the tent huving particles of earth ad 
boring to them come in contact with 
fruit upon the tree, a murk is made 
breaking *w>»' of the oil cells iu (he 
skin of tne 
fruit, nnd these broken 


cells have u grout affinity to hydro 
cyanic acid gus. As boon as it is re 
loused under the tents it is attracted to 
these broken cells, with tho result tha' 
there is u burn, sometimes called i 
''pit" upon the fruit. 
Those "pits' 


do not necessarily mean that the fumi 
ator was negligent or careless in an> 
way. and as long us fumigation- is in 
the stute of an inexact science as i 
i;i at the present time, you may expect 
more or loss burned fruit, and it sure- 
ly is a risk that the grower must rooog- 
iii/.e 
n nd carry under present condi- 


tions and methods of fumigation.
